The fact that Henry Beattie would 
be a witness to give ids own narrative 
of the tragedy of the M idlothian pike 
on the night of Ju ly la, the first hint 
of the intentions of the defense, came 
apparently as the dheet result ot the 
startling assertion of Baul 
B e a n ie , 
cousin of the defendant, that H enry 
had confessed to him

he

slain his wife. 
W ith the announcement of the fa it 
that Beattie would bi* his own star 
witness, made by his chief counsel, 
H enry M. Sm ith, Jr., it became evi 
dent that this was to be the keystone 
of the effort to refute the testimony 
of Baul Beattie that his cousin had 
said to him on the second night alter 
the m urder: 
*T wish to God I had not done it. I 
wouldn’t have done It for a m illion dol 
Jars. But she didn t love me; she never 
m arried me for anything but my mon 
ev. 
I would like to know how those 
detectives learned there was No. ti 
shot In that gun.** 
“ It is much better, isn t it," said Mr 
Sm ith, iii announcing that tile pris 
oner would go on the stand, "fo r a 
man to give with his own lips an ex 
planation 
of a 
thing 
which a 
hall 
dozen other people have been testify 
lug about. 
E v e ry one has observed 
H enry C lay Beattie. Jr., and noticed 
that he is tne ’ Md of a man to want 
to reply to the many conversatl ms 
alleged to have been had with him by 
Baul Beat ie and others.’’ 
Mr. Sm ith character!fed Baul Beat 
tie ’s testimony as "overdone,” deciar 
lug that it was a plain case of tile w it­ 
ness "lyin g to save his shirt,” as it 
was axiomatic that 
"if 
Heur.v (May 
Beattie, Jr., were guilty, Baul was Just 
au much so.” 
As to the testim ony of Baul Beat­ 
tie that H enry had made that fatal ad­ 
mission, together with all the other 
dam ning testim ony of the "poor relar 
tion,” it goes to the Jury thus tai prac­ 
tically unchallenged. 
Out of Hie ruck and chaos of a 
c toss exam ination at the hands of a 
m aster of the art, lasting nearly an 
hour and a half.

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RESCUES AT ATLANflC CITY 


Life Savers Drag Back to Beach Via 
itor* W ho W ere Drowning. 
A tlan tic City, N. .J., Aug 3 0 — T h rill 
ing rescues of 
bathers 
during 
the 
morning hours kept the crowds on the 
strand aud boardwalk interested and 
the life guards busy 
preventing ta 
talities. 
The heavy seas proved dangerous tc 
those who ventured into the surf for 
their daily exercise. Six guards en 
tared the surf almost simultaneously 
off Mississippi avenue to go to thi 
rescue of Miss Eve lyn Brooks, of New 
York; Joseph Brew ster, a Philadelphia 
excursionist, 
and

Antonio. They had been caught in the 
dangerous “ cork screw ” current that 
swept them from safety to be tossed 
about by big combers. 
Miss Brooks was the first rescued,

soon revived when 
brought to the hospital tent at Mi* 
Houri avenue. The other two bathers 
were landed on can buoys, both 111 
from their trying experience. First aid 
measures revived them. 
Charles W eber, a Philadelphia cot 
tager, also was near death in the surf 
just above H einz’s pier.

Back In the Sixties. 
The baseball public of today, accus­ 
tomed 
to 
the 
minute 
reporting of 
games, wherein each run is compound 
ed and many a play analyzed, is of­ 
fered the nocount of a game played in 
Syracuse 
In 
1808. 
The contestants 
were the Central Cltys of Syracuse 
and the Athletics of Philadelphia, and 
the score was 41 to 12. 
The game was delayed a half bour 
by the difficulty in finding an umpire. 
I ’hen tho report goes on to state: 
“ The game opened loosely upon both 
sides, and at the end of the first Bl­ 
uings the score stood Athletics 5, Cen­ 
tral City 4. each side making its tallies 
promptly from the loose playing of 
the out club. After the first inning the 
Athletics played more carefully, while 
the Central City* grew more careless 
until the fifth inning, when they be­ 
came mote demoralized than was the 
Union arm y at the battle of Bull Run. 
‘‘Considerable 
dissatisfaction 
was 
manifested and expressed, and in two 
Innings rightfully so, at the evident 
one sided decisions of the umpire.

RIVER BOTTOM DRAINS. 


Dean Raymond Show* That Til** M utt 


B* Us*d to Obtain Results. 


The river bottoms of Iowa are usual­ 
ly broad, with little slope toward th© 
river 
and 
almost 
universally 
with 
banks slightly higher than the land 
farther back, these banks forming nat­ 
ural levees to keep the river off the 
bottom lands except at very high wa­ 
ter, but also serving to hold water 
on the bottom lands for long periods 
in the spring and after flood stages of 
the river. 
As a result of this forma­ 
tion many thousands of acres of the 
richest, most valuable land are wholly 
unproductive, says Dean W illiam G. 
Raymond 
of the 
Engineering State 
university of Iowa city. They are cov­ 
ens! by shallow ponds that dry out 
only late in the season or serve only 
for wild flay or inferior pastures. 
Attempts to drain these lands by 
open ditches have sometimes been suc­ 
cessful, but often have not owing to 
the very slight fall that can be had. 
the rapid choking of ditches by vege­ 
tation and the blocking of the mouth 
by river silt and sand. 
Moreover, this 
method wastes considerable quantities 
of this sam© most valuable land that 
it is sought to reclaim. 
An open ditch 
must have easy side slopes to prevent 
caving in of the sides, and the dirt 
taken 
from 
Hie ditch 
is 
deposited 
alongside, so that a properly construct­ 
ed ditch only one foot wide on the bot­ 
tom and four feet deep is likely to 
waste a strip of land twenty five to 
thirty feet wide for its entire length. 
A mile of such ditch would consume 
over three acres of tillable ground. If 
the annual profit to be earned on such 
land is only $7.50 per acre, this would 
represent at 5 per cent a capital ac­ 
count of $450 that could be added to 
the cost of an open ditch to build a tile 
drain, and if the annual cost of clean­ 
ing the o|K*n ditch be capitalized in a 
similar manner a sum possibly even 
larger could be added to the exist of 
un open ditch to build a tile drain. 
An **pen ditch that w ill even ap­ 
proximate the drainage effect of a 
twelve Inch tile cannot lie properly 
built for less than from $700 to fl.oOO 
a mile, d«-|H riding on the soil, the labor 
market and the class of labor availa­ 
ble. while the cost of a twelve Inch 
tile well laid may l>e as little us about 
$1.4(NI u mile, as Is shown by the fol­ 
lowing <*«>st of 3.300 feet of such tile 
drain laid for Mr. TI. R. Mosnat of 
Belle (Maine. 
The cost was $895.76. 
As there 
were 270 acres directly 
benefited by this drain the cost wa* 
about $.'532 per acre. 
H a lf of this 
land had never been under cultivation 
and tile other half only In dry years. 
A Ikviit seventy acres were In two ponds, 
and various attempts had been made 
to drain the::© by open ditches, but 
without success. 
, 
The result bas l»een gratifying, and 
tin* owner was offered a 40 per cent 
increase on the cost of the land and 
tile as soon as it was demonstrated 
that the ponds could lie drained. 
Thi* 
particular line of tile averaged four 
to four and a half feet deep and open- 
<d into tile Iowa river by a tide gate 
or flap valve that hts the water into 
the river at ordinary stages and keeps 
the river out of Hie tile at high wa­ 
ter
